The Trials of the Czar. 


It is certain that the czar cannot pos- 


sets his father's iron constitution, acd 
certain, too, that he is and if the pres- 
ent system endures he must remain 
terribly overworked. It is not only that 
bo must do -work, sedectary work with 
papers, for eight or ten hoars a day. 
like an English barrister or physician 
in great practice, but that the kind of 
•work is so exhausting to the nerves. It 
is bad eeough to be viceroy of India, 
•with 200 or 300 executive orders to sign 
in a week, 10 per cent of which may 
"make" or nearly ruin individuals, but 
a viceroy is protected from doing too 
mt;cb. iarm by immutable laws, customs 
sni responsibilities - to the ultimate 
home authority. The "supreme order" 
of the czar, as it is called, has the force 
of law, cannot in. numerous cases be 
dispensed -with, and in, others almost as 
numerous affects great interests, great 
political movements or the fate of per- 
sons to whom enormous powers are nec- 
essarily intrusted. 


Every such order requires an effort of 


the mind. People talk of autocrats as if 
they were necessarily demons, but in 
reality they are men of business, harsh 
or gentle as temperament may incline, 
but still most anxious that their policy 
or administration or special fad should 
succeed and increase either the dignity 
or the happiness of the empire they are 
act to rule. It is almost impossible for 
a man in weak' health to fill such a post 
without occasionally breaking down, 
and as every breakdown is for mjuay 
purposes an interregnum reports as to 
the eaar's health are stndisd and in- 
vented, as in England are reports that 
the majority is revolting.

false, but none of Uienx ''aa be trusted 
unless confirmed by official or profes- 
sional t'lsiiKBicns.

After making a careful examination I

I did not see anything of the children or 
the mother for six mouths., at which 
time, when meeting tho mother, she 
told ma the glasses had worked :i inar- 
velcras change in her son, and he wore 
them constantly and could not bear to 
be without them. He was now picking 
np in his school work aad was better 
natnred than she had ever known hint 
before. 


This child is only one of many thou- 


sands in onr schools today who are hav- 
ing their dispositions mined and are 
called dull and stupid by their parents 
and teachers through no fault of their 
own. Being perhaps horn with a de- 
fect in sight, they do not know of any 
different world from that which they see 
through defective eyes, consequently 
cannot relate their troubles to their par- 
ents. as they are entirely unconscious 
of their defe^r. Therefore I wish to em- 
phasize most emphatically that it is the 
duty of ail parents and teachers to mark 
very closely any peculiarity that chil- 
dren may have in looking at objects at 
a long distance or close at band, such as 
squinting their eyes, frowning, looking 
sidewise from partially closed eyes and 
particularly regarding the distance at 
which they hold their reading matter 
from their eyes, for it is natural for a 
child, or for a grown person, for that 
matter, who has normal sight to hold 
clearly printed reading matter about 15 
inches from bis eyes. Should this be 
varied to any extent, such as drawing 
the reading qultu eloso k> the eyes or 
holding it at arm's length, it is almost 
a sure sign that there is something 
wrong. 


People who have strong eyes usually 


have but little sympathy for those who 
are less fortunate in this respect. 


The necessity of glasses to assist a 


child in school work, which will put 
it on a more even footing with the 
other students, is not appreciated by 
many 
parents 
-who are 
otherwise 


thoughtful and considerate of the wel- 
fare of their children, and who are in 
many cases undergoing privations that 
their children may secure an education. 
Do not he too ready to judge these chil- 
dren as having a fad for glasses or wish- 
ing to wear them because some of their 
playmates do. Better bo a little over- 
cautious in having the child's eyes ex- 
amined than to take too much responsi- 
bility in this matter in your own hands, 
for no honest optician will advise you 
to put glasses ou a- child unless they are 
euro to prove an advantage. 


Another point which I think should 


be proclaimed loud and long to the dif- 
ferent parents is the fact that nine of 
every ten cases of strabismus (cross eyes) 
existing among children under die aj^e 
of 12 can be wholly cured by the very 
simple and painless method of -wearing 
glasses, whereas if this matter is loft 
until the child has reached maturity it 
requires a painful operation, which in 
the majority of cases is not altogether 
successful then, for it is not alone the 
matter of appearance that the parents 
are responsible for. But children who 
are cross eyed and allowed to remain in 
this condition any length of time are al- 
most certain to lose tho use of one eye 
wholly or in part, owing to the length 
of time they are allowed to go in this 
way. Very few children are born cross 
eyed, and almost every mother will tell 
yon that this misfortune was due to 
some sickness, a fall or something of 
the kind whieli happentxl when they 
-were 4egi*«>-isi!i»'*-T.fJ!r, vheiiin reality 
the accident or sickneis only marked the 
time that the cbild first began to use its 
eyes to discriminate >ni;ill objects, and 
the straining of the eyes to see caused 
them to cross. 


Another reason why many children 


are allowed to grow np cross eyed is be- 
cause physicians in general practice 
have heretofore been, so grossly ignorant 
of the^e subjects that tliey have in- 
formed tho mother that tho child would 
probably outgrow this tremble. Tins i.s 
II mistake. Cross eyra are produced by 
straining the sight and very rarely, if 
ever, nro outgrown. Babies sometimes 
have the ajijinarance of l>eiiig slightly 
cross eyed, owing to the formation of 
the lids when they are very Htnall. 
This, of course, may be outgrown. But. 
when parents notice, their child's eyes 
oross temporarily \vhrn looking at an 
object close at hum], 
even though they 


remain so fnr n few moments only, they

secretary of agriculture, is evidently 
laboring under the delusion that he 
is the head of that department, for 
he issued a proclamation last night 
and furnished copies to the press as- 
sociations and newspaper correspond- 
ents, announcing the policy it would 
pursue, not only in domestic, but 
in foreign affairs. This pronuncia 
mento appears to have been prepared 
when Mr. Brigham expected to be 
secretary of agriculture, instead of 
an assistant to that official, and he 
probably thought it was too good to 
lose. It was issued without consult- 
ation with Secretary Wilson, and, 
although that gentleman declined to 
comment upon the plans and purposes 
of his assistant, there was a wicked 
twinkle in bis gray Scotch eye which 
indicated that he was doing a good 
deal ot thinking. 


It is probable, therefore, tbat when 


Prof. Wilson gets ready he will intro- 
duce himself to Mr. Brigham as the 
boss of. the agricultural branch of the 
government, and request the latter 
gentleman to take a back seat. It 
was certainly a most unusual proceed- 
ing, for before he took the oath or 
office Mr. Brigham declared what the 
department ia going to do with the 
corn crop, the inspection of meat 
products, the experiment stations, 
the policy to be followed hereafter in 
the distribution of seeds, the efforts 
that will be made to promote exports 
of agricultural products, and the 
manuer ia which the tanS war with 
Germany will be settled. 


The disciples of McKinley, the ad- 


vance agent of prosperity, whose 
promises made before election have 
all failed of fulfillment, should read 
and reflect over the following para- 
graph from the New Orleans States, 
which says : 


A St. Louis dispatch says that two

After coroner Steuber had viewed 


the remains at the house, the body 
was removed in Crane & Moser's am- 
bulance to their undertaking estab- 
lishment at the southwest corner of 
the square, where at 11 o'clock to-day 
Drs. Miner. Vail and Hover began a 
post-mortem examination. 


When the dead man's outer gar- 


ment, 
a 
flannel 
shirt, 
was 


removed, a small but keen edged 
rs/jr with a broken handle was found 
snugly tucked between the outer and 
undershirt, about the waist line on 
the dead man's right side. 
The 


murderer claims that Bentley drew a 
razor on him last night and again 
this morning, thereby taking the 
stand that he shot in self defense. 
However, it does cot seem probable 
that Bentiey could have drawn the 
weapon and returned it after the 
shooting to the place where the cor- 
oner, the three other physicians and 
a representative of the TIMES-DEMO- 
CRAT found it when the post mortem 
examination was made. 


The examination resulted in ascer- 


taining that either of the wounds 
was sufficient to cause death. The 
ball thjit was first fired entered the 
left shoulder and passer] downward 
through the left lung, fracturing the 
eighth rib. This bullet was found by 
the physicians, just beneath the skin 
ot the dead man's back. The second 
ball passed through the breast-bone, 
perforated the right auricle of the 
heart, passed through the lung and 
was found in the muscular tissues of 
the back. The f xaminntlon also as- 
certained that Immediate death re- 
sulted from internal hemorrhage. 


After the autopsy was completed, 


the body of the murdered man was 
prepared for burial by undertaker 
Crane. 
No arrangements for the 


funeral have yet been made.

Gransen In Prairie Sections. ' 


Iu prairie sect-ions, and more especial- 


ly -where the grimmer rainfall is defi- 
cient, the most suitable places for per- 
manent pastures of a mixed character 
are the slonghs and valleys. Blue grass 
and white clover make these on the 
tigher lands where a variety will not 
grow so \vell. Onr permanent pastures 
in the Mississippi valley and westward 
toward the Rockies should embrace on- 
ly a few varieties, and ihey should be 
made in the lower and nioister lands. 
They niay oftentimes include alsike 
and whits cloTcr, timothy, redtop and 
bine grass. In some instances orchard 
.grass may profitably be added and in 
others medium red clover, which, how- 
ever, is soon likely to disappear, since 
it is short lived. The following propor- 
tions may be used per acre, bnt there 
may be excellent reasons for varying 
them:

In reply to a <iuery asked in The 


Prairie Former a contributor makes this 
reply: 


The amount- of bine grass wed to sow 


may vary all the way from two pounds 
to half a bushel to the acre. If only a 
very little is sown, it will in time take 
possession of the whole, soil—that is, if 
the soil is adapted to its growth. If it is 
desired to get a thick bine grass sod as 
quicklj- as possible, thcu the largest 
amount mentioned should be sowed. 
Bine grass spreads by the root's creeping 
underground. The first year after it is 
sowed it is very small and fine and will 
hardly be seeu when sowed with tim- 
othy. The seed i.s light and chaffy, a 
bushel weighing' but 14 pounds. It is 
so light that it is quite difficult to sow 
mixed with timothy in a seed sower. I 
have found a good way to sow it is to 
sow the timothy by itself with a wheel- 
barrow grass seed sower. Then go over 
the ground ttgtiiu, sowing tho blue grass 
by hand. This must be done when there 
is a very light wind, jnst enough to 
spread the seed. If the wind blows havci, 
the seed will go, nobody knows when-. 


S<-» Island Cotton. 


It is told in a monograph on the cot- 


ton plant by Professor Dahney that at 
present tho ttfa island cotton is chiefly 
in tho hands of small fanners of tho 
colored race, vrho :ir>> wholly occupied 
iu securing a bure subsistence. He says: 
"It is doubtful if there is any local 
monopoly of ihe production of long sta- 
ple cotton. It has be'-n grown success- 
fully in the up country, more tluin 100 
miles from the. eo;i.st, and all of tho 
seed frpni whioh the finest sea island 
e.titton has 
been drrivi-.d came from 


seed planted in the interior of South 
Cr.roliua for several years during tho 
late war. \Vhoii in Florida, the culture 
of this fine staple is restored to the in- 
telligent c!ai:'~ thitt originally practiced 
it—that is. tho present uriiiigp growers— 
there is gou't reason for believing that 
not only suay the texture and quality of 
tho fiber he mr.ch improved, but, that 
thi: business of growing it may be made 
much more ijrofunble."

His seconds undoubtedly 
felt that he was about the same ns a 
dead man from the moment he step- 
ped into the field, ami they labored 
hard to find a peaceable solution of 
the quarrel. Tho English captain 
whom Bismarck had made one of 
his seconds was especially eager to 
prevent bloodshed, and he proposed 
to Lange at the placo of meeting 
that the principals talk the quarrel 
over before risking their lives for 
such a trivial cause. Lange said 
eventually that he would do bis best 
to settle the affair without a shot if 
his opponent would meet him half 
way. 
The Englishman hurried to 


Bismarck with the doctor's offer cf 
the olive branch, but Bismarck 
would not have it.
